Acrylic Fiber Producers Reduce Prices

IN an obvious retort to the reductions in price of Acrilan acrylic 
staple and carpet fiber announced by The Chemstrand Corporation 
on September 14, the DuPont Company on Wednesday announced 


sharp cuts in prices of Type 42 
Sayelle and various other types 
staple. 

The Chemstrand price cut 
was four cents a pound on 2.0, 
2.5, 3.0, 5.0 and 8.0 denier 
Acrilan staple fiber. The cut in 
staple fiber prices was from 
$1.22 a pound to $1.18. 

In reducing its staple fiber 
prices, Chemstrand left un- 
changed the price of Acrilan tow 
in all deniers. Tow currently 
sells at $1.22 a pound. Acrilan 
knitting yarn processed from 
tow is largely used by sweater 
knitters. 

Chemstrand’s new price sched- 
ule for its acrylic staple fibers 
affects both Acrilan 16.56, the 
original fiber, and Acrilan 16, 
its cross-dyeable fiber. 

The new lower Orlon prices 
averaged seven cents a pound 
but amounted to 12 cents a 
pound for 3.0 denier staple 
which is widely used in the in- 
dustry for the manufacture of 
sweaters. The cuts on 4.5 denier 
fiber used in 80/20 Orlon and 
wool jersey yardgoods amounted 
to four cents a pound and on 
6.0 and 10.0 denier fiber used 
in bulky knit sweaters 
amounted to six and four cents 
a pound, respectively. 

Orlon Sayelle Price 

The price decreases on Orlon 
Sayelle came to seven cents for 
3.0 denier Type 24, seven cents 
for 3.0 denier Type 21 and six 
cents for 6.0 denier Type 21. 

The new prices for these fib- 
ers are now $1.38 for three de- 
nier Type 24 and $1.38 and 
$1.34 for three and six denier 
Type 21 Orlon Sayelle, respec- 
tively. 

The new quotation for 2.0 
and 3.0 denier Type 42 Orlon 
is now $1.18, placing it at the 
same price level with the cor- 
responding deniers for Acrilan 
staple. 

Prices for the coarser denier 
Type 42 Orlon fibers, as a result 
of the price reductions, are now 
four cents a pound below the 
prices for the corresponding 
coarse deniers of Acrilan staple

Orlon, Types 21 and 24 Orlon 
of Orlon fiber, including carpet 
fiber. 

The DuPont Company also 
instituted drastic cuts in the 
price of Colorseal black Orlon. 
Three denier has been slashed 
20 cents from $1.63 to $1.43. 
The price of 6.0 and 10.0 denier 
Colorseal black, formerly $1.55 
a pound, is now $1.39 a pound, 
down 16 cents. 

DuPont also cut prices on 
Type 72 and 75 staple fiber 
used for blending with cotton. 
The price reduction amounted 
to 12 cents a pound. The new 
price for both these cotton sys- 
tem fibers is 96 cents a pound. 

Also reduced was Type 39A 
Orlon staple for use on the 
woolen system.. This fiber was 
cut three cents a pound from the 
old price of 99 cents. 

The decrease in the price of 
Type 36 Orlon carpet staple 
amounted to seven cents a 
pound. The new price for this 
fiber is now 79 cents a pound. 

Cut Carpet Yarn 

The across-the-board decrease 
in Acrilan staple fiber prices was 
part of a four and one-half cents 
a pound cut in the price of 15 
denier Acrilan acrylic carpet 
fiber from 89 cents to 74% 
cents. This Acrilan carpet staple 
price reduction was the second 
in four months. On June 6, 
1961, Chemstrand had shaved 
the price of 15.0 denier carpet 
staple fiber six cents from the 
previous price of 95 cents a 
pound. The action at that time 
was felt to be the result of price 
reductions made by Eastman 


Chemical Products on its Verel 
modacrylic fiber. 

Since Chemstrand did not cut 
Acrilan tow prices, no change is 
envisaged in quotations for Acri- 
lan knitting yarns produced via 
tow-to-top spinning systems. 

“There’s no reason for us to 
change our Acrilan tow yarn 
prices,” one spinner commented, 
“since the price reduction only 
affects staple fiber.” 

The DuPont action is expect- 
ed to set off a rash of price re- 
ductions by other producers of 
acrylic and modacrylic fibers. 
On Thursday morning American 
Cyanamid Company announced 
new, lower prices for Creslan 
acrylic fiber, effective on that 
date. The company pared 2.0, 
3.0 and 5.0 denier fiber from 
$1.22 to $1.18. Cyanamid’s 
15.0 denier fiber, which had 
been 89 cents a pound, was 
knocked down to 74% cents a 
pound. 

Other Cyanamid price reduc- 
tions were: Type BB 3.0 and 5.0 
denier, reduced from 97 cents to 
94 cents and Type BC, 2.0 and 
3.0 denier, was cut from $1.08 
to 96 cents a pound. Type WM 
remains unchanged at 94 cents 
a pound. 

Type WM Cyanamid fiber is 
a wool mixed fiber; Type BB is 
a blend for use in blankets; and 
Type BC, a fiber for blending 
with cellulosic fibers. 

Price moves from the Dow 
Chemical Company, producers 
of Zefran acrylic fiber, and from 
Eastman Chemical Products, 
Inc. a.nd Union Carbide and 
Carbon Corp., two manufactur- 
ers of modacrylic fibers, are ex- 
pected momentarily. Eastman’s 
modacrylic fiber is Verel and 
Carbide’s is Dynel.

Prior to the DuPont an- 
nouncement of lower prices for 
Orlon, it had been widely felt 
in the market that the Chem- 
strand price gambit would 
strengthen Acrilan’s position in 
the knitgoods field in relation to 
Orlon. However, now it is 
doubtful whether the fiber’s 
competitive position vis-a-vis 
Orlon will be different from 
what it has been up to now. 
Actually, Acrilan has had only 
limited success in the sweater 
field. The Chemstrand fiber’s 
greatest strength in knitwear has 
been in the tubular jersey yard- 
goods area where it is used in 
cut-and-sew knit shirts. In that 
market, however, Acrilan is up 
against vigorous competition 
fom 80/20 Orlon and jersey 
cloth. 

In announcing the price cuts 
for Orlon acrylic fiber, DuPont 
at the same time put into effect 
ahigher price schedule for Lycra 
spandex fiber. All deniers of 
this synthetic elastomer were in- 
creased 50 cents a pound. Lycra 
is largely used in the swimwear 
branch of the industry in elas- 
ticized woven and knitted fab- 
fics in place of covered natural 
tubber yarns.

No reason was advanced by 
The Chemstrand Corporation for 
the price cuts in the finer deniers 
of Acrilan staple. The move, 
however, was felt by market ob- 
servers to be necessary to place 
the overall Acrilan price sched- 
ule in balance with the new 
lower price for the carpet staple. 

The reason for the reduction in 
the price of the latter was, ac- 
cording to The Chemstrand Cor- 
poration, increased production 
efficiency resulting from manu- 
facturing process improvements. 

The new $1.18 price for 2.0, 
2.5, 3.0, 5.0 and 8.0 denier 
Acrilan staple brings it back to 
the level at which these deniers 
sold prior to the advance insti- 
tuted by Chemstrand on Decem- 
ber 12, 1960. The price hike at 
that time followed a two cents 
per pound price increase made 
effective by the DuPont Com- 
pany for Type 42 Orlon.

Instrument Gives Full- Course-Wale Readings 


WEST GERMANY—An instrument designed to simplify the 
manufacture of full-fashioned garments on flat-bar equipment at 
the same time obviating long and at times difficult calculations 


has recently been developed by Fritz Benz, 


a Hungarian knitting 


technologist now living in Switzerland. 


Description of Instrument— 

The instrument, known as the 
Co-ordinate, consists of a table 
resting on four legs. In addition 
to the horizontal position, the 
table also can be set as required 
into various inclined’ positions. 
In order to enable an exact po- 
sitioning of the knitted sample 
or the paper pattern upon the 
table, the latter has engraved 
upon its working surface, a 
horizontal line (Absciss) as well 
as a line running at a right angle 
to it in the center of the table 
(the Co-ordinate). The Co-or- 
dinate is positioned in the center 
of the table because on flat-bar 
machines the needles are num- 
bered from the center of the 
needlebed towards the right and 
left of the machine. 

Moreover this arrangement 
permits the placement of various 
paper patterns without having 
to turn these over. In this con- 
nection, it is immaterial whether 
the paper patterns are symmetric 
in shape or whether they have 
their folding line on the face or 
reverse side of the fabric. 

There are two glass covered 
lots along the working surface 
of the table as well as on the 
left hand lengthwise side, which 
permit the viewing of a row of 
numbers. Situated below each of 
these two slots is a housing con- 
taining an endless band. The 
latter is tensioned over two roll- 
ers and can be set by means of 
‘hand wheel to any desired 
position. 

Arranged on the band at the 
working side of the instrument 
o top of each other similar to 
‘table are 151 rows of figures. 

¢ individual numbers of row 
ndicated (they are numbered 
‘rom the center towards the right 
and left) the number of wales, 
identical with the number of 
needles, for a particular wale 
density in the fabric. 

With 151 rows of numbers 
thee are thus available 151 dif- 
trent wale densities from the 
‘oarsest to the very finest fab- 
tic. The same rules apply to the 
*cond bund which is arranged 


along the left hand side of the 
instrument. This too contains 
151 rows of figures which are 
numbered from the bottom up- 


wards. These numbers indicate 
the various course densities. 
The values, however, indicate 


two-course and not single-course 
densities. 

Arranged on the left hand 
side of the band dealing with 
wales or numbers of needles, 
respectively are four columns 
with each rows of numbers, the 
identical technical values such 
as the number of needles re- 
quired for 10 cm. and one inch 
of fabric width or, conversely, 
the fabric width in centimeters 
or inches which results from 10 
needles. 

At the lower edge of the band 
dealing with course density, 
there are four columns which 
fix the technical values with re- 
gard to the number of two- 
course cycles needed for a fabric 
height of one inch and 10 
centimeters and again, con- 
versely, the fabric height in 
centimeters and inches which re- 
sults from 10 two-course cycles, 
i.e., 20 courses. 

In order to set the apparatus 
and read off the results quickly, 
it is equipped with two settings 
on rulers arranged at right 
angles to each other. The latter 
are moveable along the working 
side as well as along the left 
hand length side of the instru- 
ment parallel to the two set-on 
lines which are engraved upon 
the surface of the table. To en- 
able the exact reading off of 
the numbers which appear in 
the slots of the surface of the 
table, the inventor has arranged 
the rear end pieces of the rulers 
in the form of indicator fingers. 


Setting the Co-Ordinate In- 
strument — In order to set the 
instrument, it is necessary to 
have either a piece of knitted 
fabric which is as far as possible 
rectangular in shape or its tech- 
nical details, such as wales or 
needles per unit length and the 


Co-ordinate instrument 


unit length. The knitted sample, 
the size of which can be as de- 
sired (preferable 20 cm. x 20 
cm.) is now laid against one of 
the two set-on lines which form 
a cross. 

In order to prevent displace- 
ment of the fabric, it can be held 
down with cellotape. 

The number of wales in the 
sample and its  two-course 
groupings are now counted. The 
two rulers are now laid against 
those two sides of the fabric 
sample which are not against 
the two set-on lines (Absciss, 
and Co-ordinate). The band 
dealing with the wale density is 
now turned, until there appears 
in the slot in the surface of the 
table at the rear indicator fin- 
ger of the vertical set-on ruler, 
the same number as that which 
has been obtained when count- 
ing out the wales in the sample. 

The same procedure is car- 
ried out when setting the course 
number. Here the other band is 
turned until the number which 
appears in the slot of the surface 
of the table at the indicator 
finger of the horizontal set-on 
ruler is identical with the 
counted-out number of courses 
of knitted sample. The Co- 
ordinate instrument is now set 
for the stitch density of the par- 
ticular knitted sample. 

If the knitter is, however, al- 
ready in possession of such tech- 
nical data as numbers of needles 
and two-course groupings per 
inch or 10 cm. or, conversely, if 


number of two-course groups per he knows the width of the fab- 


ric and its height in inches or 
cm. which can be obtained from 
10 needles and 20 courses, the 
above mentioned setting of the 
instrument then becomes un- 
necessary. 

All that is necessary in that 
event is to turn the two bands 
of numbers until the known 
technical data appears on the 
edge colunms in the two bands 
which have been provided for 
this and can be seen in the two 
slots which are cut into the sur- 
face of the table. 


How to read the instrument— 
The paper pattern is laid along 
the vertical and horizontal set- 
ting on lines in the area where 
they cross each other. The stitch 
density for the knitted fabric is 
calculated in the same way as 
described for the knitted sam- 
ple. The vertical setting-on ruler 
is pushed to the corner points 
of the paper pattern edges con- 
cerned so that it is possible to 
read off at the indicator finger 
of the vertical setting the num- 
ber of needles which are needed 
for the particular width of the 
paper pattern. 

In the same way, the hori- 
zontal setting on the ruler, with 
its indicator finger pointing to 
the rows of figures dealing with 
two-course groupings, permits 
the fixing of the two-course 
groups needed to knit that par- 
ticular height of the paper pat- 
tern. These figures are, of 
course, on the left hand side of 
the instrument. 

Using the above mentioned 
method of operation it is pos- 
sible to determine not only the 
number of needles and two- 
course groupings for knitting the 
required width and height of a 
fabric but it is also possible to 
fix the number of two-course 
groupings which are needed to 
reach a point where the fabric is 
widened or narrowed by one 
needle. 

If there is no paper pattern 
available, it is possible to read 
off the number of needles and 
courses required for knitting a 
particular width and height with 
the aid of centimeter scales 
which are fitted to the lower 
width side and the left hand 


lengthwise side of the instru- 


ment.

From Swim Suits To Evening Gowns, 
Knit Lines Are Aglow With Lurex 


By ILANA HIRSCH 


The years 1961-1962 will be 
the biggest yet for knits contain- 
ing Lurex, the non-tarnishing 
metallic yarn technically known 
as 50-C made by the Dow Chem- 
ical Co. In a September 13 show- 
ing, Dow presented a_ cross- 
section of European and Amer- 
ican knitwear all of which con- 
tained Lurex yarn. 

Varying quantities of Lurex 
were used for effects ranging in 
scope from subtle, underplayed 
glints (where Lurex is used in 
combination with other fibers) to 
bright and shimmering fabrics on 
dresses knitted of 100 per cent 
Lurex yarn. Dresses in the latter 
category are new this year and 
they are extremely supple and 
lightweight, for Lurex itself is a 
nearly weightless yarn (32,000 
yards to the pound). 

Dresses knitted of all Lurex 
yarn included a gold and silver 
sleeveless sheath with shoestring 
tie waist by Coleknits, a Ceil 
Chapman short evening gown in 
gold with Empire bustline de-

fined by a jeweled clip and a 
tunic overblouse with very tiny 
sleeves and slim skirt in silver 
by Blairmoor. For the girl who 
wants to be different the B.B. top 
—a gold sleeveless slipon that 
leaves the midriff exposed — 
would be perfect. 

The successful blending of 
metallic yarn into a knitted fab- 
ric began in Europe and from 
the European scene distinct 
trends emerged. These were: 

e Lurex used with a variety 
of fibers including wool, fur 
blends, angora, mohair and cash- 
mere. 

e Lurex in double knits for 
both day and evening occasions. 

e Bulky knits incorporating 
Lurex. 

Sweaters presented at the 
showing ranged from the most 
casual to the most elegant and 
included solids, jacquards and 
surface textured models. A Helen 
Harper boatneck, three-quarter 
sleeve slipon was in white with

aqua overstitch design touched 
with a silver glimmer, a Garland 
cowl collared bulky was in blue 
with silver Lurex and a Su Mar- 
shall set exemplified unusual 
combination of colors in a green 
tank top with blue Lurex and a 
coordinated striped cardigan. 

Lurex combined with pink 
cashmere in a Braemar of Scot- 
land V-neck bulky knitted in a 
rib stitch; with pink angora in 
a sleeveless boatneck by Darlene 
and with mohair in Weber Knit- 
ting Mills’ orange and gold very 
bulky V-neck slipon knitted in a 
zig Zag stitch. 

Patterned knits appear more 
important than ever with both 
prints and jacquards in great 
number. Jacquards included a 
beige and gold sweater set with 
scattered flowers by Herald knit- 
wear; a tunic top and skirt by 
Tudor Square, both designed in 
a small gold, red and black pat- 
tern; a pumpkin, brown and 
gold paisley shirt and skirt by 
Koret of California; and Jant- 
zen’s black cardigan patterned 
with multi-color flowers. 

A somewhat abstract block 
print used by Goldworm on co- 
ordinates was shown in gray and 
black sparked with Lurex on a

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sown. A tie under the bust em- 
phasized the Empire line of this 
knitted long sheath evening 
dress. Cabot Knitting Mills also 
had a knitted jacquard evening 
dress, a white and gold two- 
iece with flared skirt. 

Highlighting the printed knits 
were Tricosa of Paris’ paisley 
print on an overblouse and flared 
skirt and a sequinned, evening 
gown also printed in a paisley by 
Martini. 

A beige double knit fabric 
with subtle golden glints was re- 
peated often in Dow’s presenta- 
tion to show the versatility of this 
particular fabric. Two’Murphi by 
Maggi Stover dresses made of 
this fabric were a cowl neck, 
bias cut sheath and a blouson 
sheath. A Butte Knit shirtwaist 
with three-quarter sleeves end- 
ing in French cuffs and a Sandra 
Sage dress and jacket costume 
with satin piping were two more. 
On an evening dress by Junior 
Forum this fabric was the top, 
the skirt being beige chiffon. 

Westwood Knitting Mills had 
two swim suits that incorporated 
Lurex—a black and silver that 
used metallic as part of the all- 
over jacquard design and a 
brown and gold bikini on which 
gold was used as a trim on the 
suit but more prominently on the 
coordinated popover. The first 
swim suit, a maillot, was un- 
usually styled. It had a high 
front, deeply squared off back 
and one pocket flap. 

Textured knits included a 
pullover with canoe neckline 
knitted in a crochet stitch by 
Weber Knitting Mills, a coffee 
and gold ribbon knit two-piece 
dress by Tricosa of Paris, a white 
and silver two-piece knitted in 
an open crochet stitch by Cabot 
Knitting Mills, a beige and gold 
ribbon knit cardigan in an over- 
stitch construction by Maro of 
Turino and a silver and black 
dress whose stitch construction 
effected a diamond design. This 
number was from Boepple 
Sportswear. 

Other textured knits from 
abroad included a long Chelsea 
Look chunky turtleneck pullover 
in black and gold knitted in a 
square stitch designed by Susan 
Small of London and an un- 
usual number from Roxburgh of 
Scotland. It was a dimensional 
knit with silver mesh forming the 
background over which there was 
avery open stitch knitted in blue 


Completing the samples from 
various collections were a black 
and silver skirt and collarless 
jacket by Thayer Originals; a 
black, gray and silver striped 
overblouse dress with tie detail 
by Suzy Perette; an aqua and sil- 
ver cardigan and coordinated 
skirt by Renart; and a jet dress 
and jacket costume by Kimberly 
in wool double knit. There was 
also a cropped evening cardigan 
by Rosanna in jet and silver 
which was worn with a very full 
Lurex skirt; a beige costume by 
Arkin that had a_ laminated 
jacket; and an elegant white and 
silver scoop neck dress and 
jacket by Salta Knitting Mills. 
Another distinctive model was a 
bias cut, bronze, double knit 
blouson blouse and long sheath 
skirt with single side slit. This 
number was a Lofties by Law- 
rence. 

Additional imported knits 
were an unusual tweedy pullover 
in gold, silver and black with a 
single button atop a side placket 
from Juan les Pins and a heavily 
textured brown and gold braid 
knit sweater with passamenterie 
trim from the Dior Boutique.

Prints are num- 
erous and include a rich paisley 
in several hot shades includ- 
ing shocking, burnt orange, yel- 
low and black as well as more 
subtle color combinations, Ori- 
ental prints, water color and 
brush prints, an Egyptian print 
in soft pastel tones and many 
block, panel and floral motifs. 

Silhouettes are varied. There 
are several sleeve lengths, neck- 
lines and skirts shapes. Many 
sheaths come with detachable 
belts that can be worn or not 
for different effects. A lowered 
waistline marks several models. 

Highlighted dress and jacket 
costumes include a white, V- 
neck dress and blazer both 
edged in fine, multi-color stripes, 
a floral print and a solid white 
with pleated skirt. The most un- 
usual dress and coat costume 
has a cotton, linen and rayon 
coat knitted in a dimensional 
construction. Ciella, in a brush 
stroke print to match that of the 
dress, is used as facing for the 
coat. The other dress and coat 
outfits are all Ciella. Another 
unusual model consists of a 
Ciella dress and matching cotton 
coat both of which are knitted 


in a blue and white herringbone 


design. 

Ciella suits, new to Sacony’s 
line, have the A-line skirt as 
well as straight and pleated 
styles. Prints include the afore- 
mentioned paisley and an elon- 
gated polka dot, both on single 
breasted, classic styles and an 
“X” motif printed on a double 
breasted model. A pastel over- 
print utilizing floral and related 
designs and a soft, summery 
floral are two very beautiful, 
very feminine prints. The latter 
is used on a suit with a portrait 
neckline and narrowly pleated 
skirt. 

A three-piece ensemble con- 
sisting of a blue, red and white 
checked Chanel-type jacket and 
skirt in a lightweight wool co- 
ordinates with a solid color 
Ciella blouse. 

Knitted suits composed of na- 
tural and synthetic fiber blends 
are highlighted by a model that 
epitomizes the body conscious 
line. Knitted in a honeycomb 
stitch, the jacket has a fitted 
bosom that extends to a flared 
line that marks the beginning of 
the A-line skirt. 

Raw silk is simulated in a 


knitted suit of 65 per cent linen 
and 35 per cent rayon. These 
deeply textured knit fabrics are 
used for many of the new spring 
suits. Repeating a best seller 
from last year’s fall and winter 
line is a Belgian jacquard with 
slightly bell sleeves, trumpet 
skirt and no collar. In the new 
spring version white rather than 
black is the ground color. 
Cotton knits constitute a large 
part of the line also. Novelties 
are a two-piece suit knitted in 
a herringbone construction and 
detailed with a Givenchy sash, 
a_ three-piece ensemble with 
Chanel-type jacket knitted in a 
diagonal rib and a floral mate- 
lesse with solid color jacket and 
skirt and two-color blouse. Other 
constructions in cotton are a 
lacy crochet, raised box and sev- 
eral matelasse designs among a 
great variety of stitch structures. 
One of the most unusual and 
highly styled of the cotton knits 
is in white with a fine blue 
border stripe. A lowered waist- 
line sets off an A-line skirt. 
Textralized nylon dresses in 
colorful prints make up a small 
part of the woman’s line. Prints 
include a watered, irregular ver-

shades and a wild block print. 

A large segment of Sacony’s 
sportswear collection is made 
of a crepe textured cotton knit 
fabric that blends several tones 
of a particular color for added 
dimension. Solids having this 
effect are blue, gold, green and 
beige. Coordinating with the 
solid fabric are a stripe and a 
floral knitted in the same texture. 

Component parts of this 
grouping that can be mixed and 
matched to a great extent in- 
clude A-line and slim. skirts, 
sleeveless tops with square, V 
and boat necklines, a high front, 
V-back blouson and open plac- 
ket shirt—both with short 
sleeves, a weskit and a classic 
collared jacket and a V-neck, 
wing collared jacket with three 
buttons. Slacks and Bermuda 
Boaters that reach just below the 
knee are also part of the cor- 
dinates scheme. 

Much of the sportswear col- 
lection is made of Ciella. Many 
of the prints are repeats of the 
dress collection but some have 
been created especially for 
sportswear.

drawing card in his line, with 
preteens also wearing glitter 
achieved by Lurex-thread woven 
into the weave.

Showing, Tutweiler Hotel, Au- 
gust 27-29. A large registration 
showed a marked tendency to- 
wards trading up in one-to- 
three-piece knit women’s ap- 
parel, as $39 retail price pre- 
ferred to the $25 and $35 re- 
tailers. 

Double needle flats in solids 
with contrasting trims went well, 
as did quilted knits in bright 
holiday and spring tones, tur- 
quoises, blue, sold heavily, 
along with ripple stitch one or 
two or three piece knits in navy 
and red, and loose jackets, 
eased, slim skirts, some over- 
blouses. 

Acrylic fibers including Or- 
lon,—fur blend sweaters, full 
fashioned leaders in slip-over, 
with cardigan styling, were best 
in nasturtium, blue, beige, 
green. There was some interest 
in the long-pull sweaters. 

Fur blend novelty sweaters, 
at $9.98 to $15 retail, topping 
slim or hip-stitch pleated skirts 
at $10.95 to $12.95 retail, sold 
well for Mannie Miller, Bobbie 
Brooks, in safe colors of pinks, 
blues, yellows. Shorts, longs, 
pullovers, collarless, collared, 


bulkies, and all styles in cardi- 
gans, attracted buyers’ interest. 

“Knit dresses and suits, $25 
to $40 retailers, as well as basic 


sheaths, were also big items 
with us,” Mr. Miller said. 
“Loose jackets, slim skirts, 


went over big. It’s to be a big 
knit year, and knits are widely 
diversified in styling. Practical, 
packable, durable, no buyer or 
his customer can resist them 
this year!” 

“Leaders in holiday selling 
for us at The Little Show have 
been Lurex knits—jacket type 
knits in gold or silver, represen-

We encourage them 
to ask for what they don’t see | 
displayed.” 

Although the sweaters are 
shown on_ self-service racks, 
clerk service is stressed here, too.
